NOTE: Regarding independent claim 13, the proposed amendment changing "a browser based device" to "a display 
device", significantly changes the scope of the claimed invention when interpreted as a whole, since a "browser" type display is no long 
required, therefore said proposed amendment would require further search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Suzuki teaches a browser based interface for 
controlling a plurality of robot (devices) over a network. The limitation of a menu would have been obvious in view of Suzuki, as 
explained in the previous Office Action (paper 14 ).
